A MOTHER and daughter from Harlow 
are hoping to thwart a legal appeal by the 
jailed mum of tragic tot Baby Peter. 

Stacey Crisp (22), of Milwards, and Mandy 
Francis (52) will stage two protests in response to 
reports that Tracey Connelly is preparing to chal¬ 
lenge her indeterminate sentence. 

The 28-year-old, whose anonymity was lifted this 
week after a court order preventing her identification 
expired, was sentenced to a minimum five years after 
admitting causing or allowing Peter's death at her home 
in north London in 2007. 

If she is successful in her request for an appeal, 
lawyers will argue she should not have been given an 
indeterminate sentence which will keep her behind bars 
indefinitely if it is deemed she still poses a danger. 

But this week Mrs Francis told the Star: “We want to

stop her appeal for a reduction in sentence because 
nobody has shown any remorse over the death of that 
child at all. 

“The thought of her possibly being out in a couple of 
years, walking the streets and being near children, sick¬ 
ens me. 

“Hopefully she will think twice about her appeal and 
decide that she will do her time. News of what we do 
always gets back to her in prison.” 

Mrs Francis and her daughter made 
national headlines when they 
organised a successful 500-strong 
demonstration in central London in 
December to demand the sacking 
of the social workers who failed to 
spot Peter’s abuse. 

The 17-month-old died after 
suffering more than 50 injuries 
including a broken back. 

They have also paid for

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English lessons to 
school teachers. 

It was his second visit to 
the African country 
which was the scene of 
mass genocide in 1994 
during which more than 
one million people died 
in 100 days. 

His teaching day began 
at 7.30am. “Whilst the 
teachers were passionate 
and enthusiastic to learn 
English, many of them 
were incredibly hungry,” 
he said this week. 

“They were given no 
food or drink by the 
school because they 
couldn’t afford the costs. 
We all brought biscuits 
and bananas to give the 
student teachers some 
sustenance as they sat 
through our lessons. 

“As I gave the biscuits 
out some students said 
‘God bless you’. Far 
from making me feel 
good, I felt 

uncomfortable that the 
simple act of buying and 
giving out some biscuits 
had elicited such a 
reaction. I felt it was 
undeserved. 

“The act of giving for me 
was too easy, the 
receivers so grateful for 
something that had 
required little effort on 
my part other than 


buying the biscuits. 

“I should add that none 
of these students were 
malnourished or starving 
in the true sense of the 
word. They were just so 
hungry from having 
travelled to the school in 
the early hours and not 
eating until the evening. 
“But this was the only 
sombre note in my class. 
There were so many 
wonderful moments that 
made the teaching and 
my visit feel fulfilling 
and rewarding.” 

Part of Mr Halfon's 
lessons were dedicated to 
Beatles love songs and 
while out there he had 
the chance to meet the 
Rwandan president, Paul 
Kagame, to discuss the 
teaching project. 

But he said the best 
moment of the visit was 
giving out football kits 
donated by Harlow-based 
Langley Rangers. 
“Rwanda is football 
crazy and all my class 
immediately put all the 
shirts on and refused to 
do any more work for the 
rest of the day," he said. 
“I was privileged to have 
visited this special place 
for a second time . I hope 
I will be lucky enough to 
have another 
opportunity.”

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Lubbock dad meets police chiefs 


POLICE chiefs met with Terry 
Lubbock this week to assure him that 
improvements have been made to the 
protection of crime scenes following a 
damning report into the handling of 
his son Stuart’s death. 

Divisional commander Tim Stokes 
and Chief Superintendent Gareth 
Wilson arranged the meeting days 
after Mr Lubbock asked Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of Constabu¬ 
lary to investigate the way the case 
was dealt with. 

Stuart died after being found float¬ 
ing in the swimming pool at TV enter¬ 


tainer Michael Barrymore’s home in 
Roydon eight years ago. 

Five months ago the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission found 
flaws in the initial police investigation 
and revealed two potentially vital 
pieces of evidence - a pool ther¬ 
mometer and a door handle - had 
gone missing from the scene. 

It also found blood on robes and 
towels was not promptly investigated 
and the scene not properly secured. 

Speaking after the meeting with Mr 
Lubbock, a police spokeswoman said: 
“We discussed the improvements 


which have been made regarding 
crime scene management and reiterat¬ 
ed those investigating the death of 
Stuart are committed to finding who 
is responsible. 

“Both Mr Wilson and Mr Stokes 
found the meeting to have been very 
productive.” 

Mr Lubbock said he is still waiting 
for a response from HMIC over 
whether it will take up the case. 

He maintains there was a police 
cover up and said he will continue to 
seek answers about why the initial 
investigation was flawed. 


Fury and grief 
as yobs torch 
crem benches

GRIEVING relatives 
have been left dis¬ 
traught after a sick¬ 
ening arson attack at 
Parndon Wood Crem¬ 
atorium. 

Yobs smashed memo¬ 
rial benches and wooden 
crosses before piling 
them in a heap and set¬ 
ting it alight. They also 
trashed graves during 
the wrecking spree. 

Tina Griffin, whose son 
Nico’s grave was one of 
those damaged, said: 
“Words cannot descr-ibe 
how I feel about the peo¬ 
ple that did it. They just 
have no respect, it’s dis¬ 
gusting.” 

Three benches, which 
cost families just under 
£1,000 each to buy and 
place at the site, were 
torched, along with seven 
crosses. Items were also 
stolen from graves. 

Crematorium staff 
reported the arson to 
police last Wednesday, the 
morning after the incident 
is thought to have taken 
place. But they have been 
criticised for failing to 
contact relatives straight 
away to tell them what had 
happened. 

Mrs Griffin (55), of 


Copshall Close, Harlow, 
said: “I found out what 
had happened when I went 
down on Wednesday night 
and I then told the other 
people who were affected. 
It’s not good enough, 
everybody is distraught. 

“There needs to be 
CCTV installed or some¬ 
thing. The police haven’t 
been patrolling the site as 
frequently as they should 
and I haven’t had a 
response from the neigh¬ 
bourhood officer about 
this incident at all. 

“This isn’t the first time 


graves have been van¬ 
dalised. How many more 
times have we got to go to 
our loved ones’ graves to 
find a scene of devasta¬ 
tion? It can’t go on like 
this.” 

Tony Hall, chairman of 
Harlow Council’s environ¬ 
ment and community 
committee, described the 
vandalism as appalling 
but said staff had done 
everything they could to 
inform the families and 
reassured those affected 
that the benches would be 
replaced at no cost to 


them. 

“The issue of installing 
CCTV has been consid¬ 
ered by the council,” he 
added. “However, as the 
grounds of the cemetery 
and crematorium cover 
such a wide area it would 
prove too costly.” 

A spokesman for Essex 
Police said officers had 
stepped up patrols at the 
site in response to the 
incident.

SIR, I have been one of councillor Lorna Spenceley’s 
greatest critics, ever since 2003 when, as joint leader of 
the council, she failed in her duty to report a fellow 
Liberal Democrat councillor who had been caught 
accessing forbidden material via his council laptop. 

I criticised her then for putting political advantage 
before her duty to Harlow’s public and she has never 
forgiven me. Now she has moved 60 miles to Ely, at a 
time when she knows perfectly well her seat in Staple 
Tye and her councillor’s allowance will remain 
uncontested.

Once again she is economical with 
the truth because Sam Warren resigned on February 26 
before she left for the Isle of Man and there was an 
election on May 3-65 days later.

That remains to be seen, but I see 
past behaviour repeated here and I also see Staple Tye 
residents being short-changed.

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Car snatcher ignored 
mum's baby screams

A MOTHER who hand¬ 
ed over her car keys at 
knifepoint and watched 
in horror as the vehicle 
was driven off with her 
baby still strapped in the 
back has hit out at the 
sentence handed to the 
culprit. 

Keiran Armstrong (30) 
was jailed for 21 months on 
Friday for aggravated vehi¬ 
cle taking and two assaults, 
one of them on police offi¬ 
cers. 

But speaking after the hear¬ 
ing, victim Michelle Wright (31) 
said the punishment was not 
severe enough. “I am very disap¬ 
pointed about the outcome,” she 
said. “I went through a lot of 
trauma only for him to get that.” 

She had told the jury that she 
had been unloading shopping 
from the car at her home in 
Joyners Field, Harlow, on 
February 11 when a man bran¬ 
dishing a knife demanded the 
keys. 

Mrs Wright, a police support 
worker, told the court she 
screamed that her baby son was 
still in the vehicle but Arm¬ 
strong ignored her pleas and 
drove off. 

There then followed a police 
chase which ended when 
Armstrong abandoned the car 
near a caravan site and ran off, 
leaving the baby, which by then 
was crying, still strapped in his 
seat. 

Giving evidence, Mrs Wright 
wept as she told jurors of the 
incident and recalled how she 
threw the keys at the man after

she saw the knife. 

“He went toward the car door 
and I started shouting at him 
‘Please, my son is in the car. 
Look behind you, my son is still 
in the car’ but he completely 
ignored me,” she said. 

“He tried to get the keys into 
the ignition, seemed to fumble 
around and drove off with the 
boot open. I tried to flag down a 
black Volvo but I presume I 
frightened the driver. 

“Neighbours came out and 
one man drove off looking for 
my car. I phoned 999 and told 
police but in the confusion I cut 
it off. 

“They called me back to say 
police were following the car 
and then my son was safe. They 
returned him to me; he was 
missing for 10-15 minutes.” 

The judge directed the jury to 
clear Armstrong, of no fixed 
abode, of a charge of robbery 
because of insufficient evidence 
of intent to permanently deprive 
Mrs Wright of the keys. 

However, Armstrong admit¬ 
ted aggravated vehicle taking, 
driving while disqualified and 
two assaults. 

Passing sentence, judge 
David Turner said: “A stranger 
with a knife driving off with an 
eight-month-old baby in the 
back doesn’t bear thinking about 
and has caused trauma and dis¬ 
tress to Mrs Wright’s family. A 
more distressing car-taking one 
couldn’t imagine. 

“Even if you didn’t know the 
baby was in the back you should 
have heard his mother’s pleas.”

lation is out of control and both ourselves and 
Cats Protection are now unable to cope. 

“We have been inundated with calls from 
Harlow residents who have stray cats having kit¬ 
tens in their garden sheds plus irresponsible 
people who continually let their cats have kit¬ 
tens. 

“As we are full to bursting and have kittens 
that we have been unable to home we cannot 
help as soon as they would like. 

“This year is the worst it has been and I am 
speaking to councillors about this because I 
think Harlow Council can do more with its ten¬ 
ancy agreements.

White sacks are 
axed as council 
gets ready to 
wheel out bins 

WHITE recycling bags have 
been binned by Harlow 
Council as it looks to wind 
down the kerbside collection 
service ready for the 
introduction of wheelie bins 
next month. 

Residents have used the sacks 
to store their recyclable waste 
for collection for years. 

But they have now been 
withdrawn as the authority 
prepares for the start of the 
new waste collection 
arrangements due to be rolled 
out in September. 

Black bags will also be banned 
as part of the changeover 
which will see a majority of 
the town’s households given 
wheeled bins to store rubbish 
and recyclables. These will be 
picked up on alternate weeks. 
There will also be a food waste 
caddy for refuse which will be 
collected weekly. 

The existing box scheme will 
continue for some properties 
which cannot accommodate 
wheelie bins and, whichever 
system residents are on, untied 
non-black plastic sacks can be 
used for extra recycling. 

Arson accused 
held in custody 

THE man accused of starting a 
fire which ripped through a 
Harlow estate appeared in 
handcuffs at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday. 

Yuen Chow (29), of Berecroft, 
Harlow, is charged with arson 
recklessly endangering life, 
violent behaviour at Harlow 
police station and two offences 
of criminal damage. 

He was brought into court 
handcuffed to a security officer 
and remained that way 
throughout the brief hearing. 

He has been remanded in 
custody for a plea and case 
management hearing which is 
scheduled to take place on 
October 19. 

Two homes were destroyed and 
six damaged when flames 
spread through a row of 
terraced homes at Berecroft. 

Up to 40 residents had to be 
evacuated while five fire crews 
spent six hours putting out the 
blaze. 


Threat to kids' 


support service 


HUNDREDS of young¬ 
sters affected by their 
parents’ drink and drug 
problems could be lost 
in the system if a Har¬ 
low charity is forced to 
axe one of its services. 

The children’s arm of the 
West Essex Alcohol and Drug 
Service, based in The Stow, has 
had its £39,000 budget slashed 
to just £9,000. 

It will have to lay off two 
members of staff while the chil¬ 
dren and family support servic¬ 
es could close for good. 

Last year more than 200 
youngsters received support 
and counselling for psychologi¬ 
cal, emotional and mental 
health problems, but there is an 
ever-growing demand as it is 
the only one of its kind in the 
county. 

The charity now fears a gen¬ 
eration of young people could 
be at risk if more binding is not 
found. 

ADAS chief executive 
Philomena Lawrence said: “It is 
catastrophic. ADAS was one of 
the first organisations in the 
UK to set up a designated chil¬ 
dren’s service in 1997 as it 
recognised that children are the 
hidden sufferers affected by 
parental drug and alcohol abuse 
and domestic violence.

“The impact that this abuse 
has upon a child’s emotional 
well-being and general psycho¬ 
logical development is substan¬ 
tial and, sadly, many children all 
too often grow up and acquire 
drug or alcohol problems and 
mental ill health themselves”. 

The Harlow Assessment and 
Child Protection Team recently 
said ADAS offers an essential 
service. 

Therapists work with the 
youngsters using play as a way 
of getting them to address emo¬ 
tional problems and express 
their feelings. The service also 
works closely with schools and 
families as well as other part¬ 
ners. 

Mrs Lawrence and her team 
are now in the process of apply¬ 
ing to other bodies to try to get 
additional funding beyond Sep¬ 
tember 30. 

A spokeswoman for Essex 
County Council said the situa¬ 
tion was unfortunate but the 
tender for funding was five 
times oversubscribed.

Y OU might imagine that putting 
out a fire is the same wherever 
it’s burning. 

But that couldn’t be further from the truth, 
according to the crew members who make 
up the dedicated airport fire service in 
Stansted. 

Harlow man John Farrow is Stansted Airport’s 
fire manager. He runs the airport’s fire brigade 
and is employed directly by BAA, the owner of 
the Essex hub. 

In fact, all of the firefighters based on the 
runway-side station are employed by BAA and 
they are backed-up, in case of emergency, by the 
Essex Fire Service. 

This year alone, the crew has seen improvements 
totalling £1 million to their station and equipment 
in a bid to make sure they are completely up-to- 
date and ready for any incident 
that may arise. 

John (44), said: “I’ve been the 
airport fire manager here since 
September 2008 and was a 
station manager before that. 

“I first started as a fireman in 
1987.1 didn’t really want to be 
one; I wanted to be a footballer, 
but I got a knee injury which 
stopped that. 

“After the injury, I applied for a 
job in the local paper and got 
into it that way and have been 
there ever since. 

“The main difference between us 
and other crews is that we don’t 
just do the domestic side of 



things like traffic collisions, office fires etc. 

“We do those things too, covering the terminal, 
business buildings and roads on the airport site, 
as well as providing fire prevention advice, but 
we also handle the specialist side of things with 
the aircraft firefighting.” 

The 78-strong crew at Stansted work in four 
different watches with approximately 15 crew on 
each watch.

The minimum number of people on duty at any 
one time is strictly limited to a minimum of 14 to 
ensure five appliances can be manned in the case 
of emergency. 

Even their appliances are specially adapted to the 
airport’s fire needs with both foam and water 
carried on them at all times and extra water 
capacity in the tanks they carry too. 

As part of their special duties, John says the crew 


spent a lot more time on training than an ordinary 
firefighter. 

He said: “We’ve got two mock-up aircraft on the 
site - a 767 and a 737 - to help us train and they 
allow us to practice 30 different scenarios. 
“Because we aren’t called out as often as other 
crews, we spend a lot more time training and 
ensuring we are completely prepared for any 
eventuality. 

“As part of that, we also take part in a biannual 
emergency exercise, which tests the whole airport 
on its preparedness if something were to go 
wrong.” 


More than 20 of the crew at the airport are also 
trained as emergency medical technicians, a far 
higher average than the service’s first aid 
requirement. 

The Stansted crew were called to 690 incidents 
last year, tackling anything from a plane which 
has indicated it might be in trouble before landing 
to a full-scale emergency crash landing. 

But John says he is proud of the resolution to 
each and every call they answer. 

“An airport is like a little city, so not only do we 
look after the airfield, but the domestic side too. 
It’s like a little personal fire service.”

A PROPERTY developer who suf¬ 
fered depression following a series 
of accidents and contracting swine 
flu has been jailed for shoplifting. 

Lee Thackray (34), of Ladyshot, 
Harlow, stole a pair of sunglasses, 
shoes and a toy helicopter from a 
store in Chelmsford but was spotted 
by a CCTV operator, Chelmsford 
Crown Court was told. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting, 
said Thackray went to the shop 
equipped with a pair of wirecutters 
which he used to remove the securi¬ 


ty tags. 

He queued at a checkout for for a 
while but then left without paying. 
He later told police he took the items 
to make some money. 

Kerry Walker, appearing for 
Thackray, said in mitigation he was 
unable to work after a motorbike 
accident in India and a horse riding 
accident. He had also contracted 
swine flu. 

She told the court on Thursday 
that at the time of the theft he was 
depressed and walking on crutches. 


The court heard that Thackray, 
who had pleaded guilty to a charge 
of theft, was also in breach of a sus¬ 
pended sentence imposed in January 
this year for stealing groceries from 
a Tesco store in Braintree. 

Judge Christopher Ball jailed him 
for two months for the offence and a 
further three months for the earlier 
incident. 

He told Thackray that court orders 
had to be obeyed and that his latest 
theft was “deliberate and calculat¬ 
ed”. 


A MEAN thief posing as a window clean¬ 
er stole a pensioner’s purse when he 
called at her home pretending to collect 
money from customers.

Knife-wielding attacker nearly 
sliced off his victim's fingers 


A KNIFE-wielding attacker who 
almost sliced off another man’s fin¬ 
gers has been jailed for four years. 

Zac Atwell (22), of Brays Mead, 
Harlow, admitted wounding Samuel 
Boon in the incident on January 15. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, said the 
victim was walking through Harlow’s 
town centre bus station at about 
11pm when Atwell called over to 
him: “Do you think your mates can 
beat me up?” 

Mr Stevens said: “Mr Boon replied 
no and there was some playfighting. 


The defendant with clenched fists 
punched towards Mr Boon and vice 
versa. 

“Mr Boon then kicked out and 
Atwell produced a knife with a ser¬ 
rated edge and lunged towards the 
victim’s head. Mr Boon put up his 
hand before another lunge towards 
his neck and stomach area prompted 
him to grab the blade.” 

During a struggle the knife was 
pulled forwards and backwards. 
Atwell then fled, leaving Mr Boon 
with wounds to his ear and hand, 
including a one-inch cut to his little 


finger and a three-quarters of an inch 
cut to another. 

Passing sentence on Friday, Judge 
Christopher Ball told Atwell: “This is 
another example of serious violence 
on the streets. 

“The disturbance arose with anoth¬ 
er man who suffered terrible injuries 
to his hands. His fingers were almost 
sliced off as he tried to defend him¬ 
self. You are a serious risk to the pub¬ 
lic.” 

As well as being sent to prison, 
Atwell was also made subject to an 
extended licence period of one year.

Down Memory 
lane on board 
the Pick Me Up

W E often have cause 
to revisit past 
Nostalgia items but 
one correspondent has 
surpassed all our 
expectations by sharing his 
memories after reading two 
recent articles. 

Lewis Puddle was a dispatcher 
for the Pick-Me-Up bus service 
and worked in the control room 
in the town centre in the 1970s. 
Just to recap for those who missed 
our article two weeks ago, the town 
was one of only a handful which 
signed up to the service offering 
residents a chance to be picked up 
from their homes and taken 
anywhere within a three-mile radius. 
“I was one of the dispatchers in the 
control office which was outside 
Barclay’s Bank,” writes Mr Puddle, 
pictured above with colleagues. “The 
whole thing was only ever intended 
to be a two-year experiment and, 
although it was a resounding success, 
at the end of the two years the 
service ended. 

“It was a joint venture between the 
London Country Bus Services, 
Harlow Council, the Road Research 
Laboratories and Ford Motor 


Company which provided the 
vehicles. 

“The service only covered Old 
Harlow and consisted of three 
vehicles which departed at roughly 
20-minute intervals. The adult fare 
when the service began was 30 pence 
-not 10 pence as stated in the article 
- and this increased to 50 pence after 
the first year. 

“We were on first name terms with 
most of the regulars and if any of 
them are still in the area they will 
remember me as the guy who 
answered the phone by saying 
‘Underground airways, how can I 
help?”’ 

Mr Puddle also remembers Mrs 
Wright’s Dairy which operated out of 
Potter Street in the 1950s. 

“Wright’s Dairy was on the plot 
where Wright’s Court now is in 
Potter Street. Behind the dairy was a 
riding school run by Mr Wright, who 
was known as the Sheriff of Potter 
Street. 

“He used to perform all kinds of 
riding stunts at the annual Essex 
Police Show which was held in the 
1950s at Wintry Park near Epping.”

Town plays a key role 
in artist's game plan

AN innovative new art project will 
transform two of Harlow’s oldest 
neighbourhoods into interactive game 
boards. 

Play Harlow! is the brainchild of artist Matt 
Cook (29) and will see pre-registered teams 
competing against each other to complete 
tasks and activities peppered along pre¬ 
designated routes through The Stow and 
Staple Tye. 

Matt, pictured right , will take the role of game show 
host, wheeling his portable Game Table - a kinetic 
sculpture and bike trailer representing a map of 
Harlow used to illustrate the live game - from 
neighbourhood to neighbourhood and inviting 
passers-by to get involved. 

The table itself will form the centrepiece of a larger 
sculptural map of the town, illustrating some of the 
artist’s experiences of Harlow through the use of 
objects, sounds, photographs and moving 
electronic parts. 

Funded by Essex County Council's Genius Loci 
scheme, the first two-day game will begin at The 
Stow on Friday, August 21, with the second starting 
at Staple Tye play area the following Friday. 

“The main idea behind the project is to try to get 
people to look at their town in a different way, to 
notice things they may not have realised were even 
there before,” Matt told the Star. “I had never even 
been to Harlow before I began the project and I 
found it really fascinating. There’s such a huge 
variety of landscapes and terrain and so many 
different ways of navigating and exploring the town. 
“The walks, tasks and activities teams will be 
invited to complete will allow them to see the parts 
of the town I’ve re-imagined to feature on the game 
board. Hopefully they will begin to look at their 
neighbourhoods in a different way." 

Matt will also be bringing his artwork to the Harlow 
Town Show on September 6 where he hopes to 
launch a printed version of the game.

Strong first half-year results indicate 
positive year ahead for buyers and sellers 

Local estate agent, haart in Harlow, has seen the signs of a major recovery in the UK 
property market after national sales shot up a staggering 44% from January to June 
2009, compared to the same period in 2008. 

Figures released today from haart, part of the UK’s largest independent estate agency 
group, also showed a 32% increase in the number of people looking for properties, with 
the average house price down 14% on June 2008 prices at £161,158 across the country. 

Senior Branch Manager, Shawn Meakins, puts the increase in activity down to a number 
of factors, but says it is largely because of haart’s focus on ensuring properties are 
marketed at the right price. 

“Other agents are still pricing properties too highly and, as a result, are not getting the 
same levels of sales. We keep reinforcing to sellers they must be realistic in the current 
market. The good news is that prices now appear to have bottomed out and are 
increasing in many areas. These low prices, combined with people now being able to get 
hold of mortgages more easily, have contributed to this surge of activity. This is a good 
sign for everyone, but particularly for first-time buyers who have been negotiating the 
poor market conditions for months, trying to get a foot on the first rung of the ladder.” 

Despite recent reports by the National Housing Federation, which indicated that the 
housing market will not recover until 2011, many haart branches have had their busiest 
months for nearly two years as the number of properties being listed and sold reached 
a new high. 

Paul Smith, Chief Executive of haart said: “Confidence is beginning to return to the 
property market and our first half-year figures demonstrate considerable growth. July 
was a particularly strong month with branch sales up 133% compared with 2008, and 
exchanges up by 83%.” 

The bounce back of the market has also resulted in an increase in the number of 
properties being exchanged by 14%. Last week, haart had the highest number of 
exchanges in seven days since 2007.

D ESPITE the barely 

bridled success of van- 
based MPVs over the last 
decade or so, many 
doting parents would still wilt at 
the prospect of bundling their 
treasured offspring into the back 
of a van. 

That’s the kind of attitude which 
the Fiat Qubo is battling to 
overcome. 

Based on the Fiat Fiorino van 
but sporting exotic passenger car 
niceties like side windows, rear 
seats and carpets, the Qubo sets 
out to fill the small family car 
role at a low cost but also with a 
bit of style. 

Fiat’s ubiquitous 1.3-litre 
Multijet diesel powerplant was a 
dead cert for inclusion in the 
Qubo’s engine range. The 
manufacturer fits versions of 
this compact common-rail unit 
wherever it can and well it 
might, as this is one of the best 
small diesels around. 

Hopes of even moderately nippy 
performance from the Qubo will 
be immediately dashed as soon 
as you learn that neither the 
75bhp 1.3-litre diesel nor the 
other option, a 73bhp 1.4-litre 
petrol, can break the 16-second 
barrier for the sprint from 0- 
60mph. At least the diesel option 


turns in respectable torque of 
190Nm from l,750rpm, which 
should give sufficient flexibility 
for stop-start urban motoring. 
The Qubo has all the key design 
elements of a roomy small car 
nailed down. The wheels are 
pushed right out to each corner 
of the vehicle, the bonnet is 
stubby and the roof is tall. 

The commercial origins of the 
Qubo don’t lead you to expect too 
much from a design standpoint, 
but Fiat’s stylists have done 


some neat work in jazzing up the 
exterior. The oversized bumpers 
and wheel arches are carried 
over from the Fiorino van and 
work well, but the Qubo includes 
roof rails which add to its 
chunky, almost 4x4-style 
appearance. 

Then there’s the dramatic rear 
side windows, the bottom edges 
of which slope steeply upwards 
towards the rear of the car, and 
the large Fiat badge which 
nestles in a deep circular 


depression in the centre of the 
tailgate. 

As with the outside, the interior 
doesn’t instantly scream ‘van’ at 
you. The layout is simple and 
functional with a stubby dash- 
mounted gear lever and large, 
uncomplicated controls for the 
audio and ventilation systems. 
Storage options include an 
extremely big glovebox and a 
number of other smaller 
receptacles, better than you’d 
expect in a car of the Qubo's size. 


Anyone familiar with the inside 
of Fiat’s Panda city car will spot 
similarities in the switchgear 
and layout. 

Running costs are a major 
consideration for all car buyers 
but particularly at this cost- 
conscious end of the market. 

The Qubo doesn’t disappoint, 
with 62.8mpg economy from its 
1.3 Multijet diesel and 119g/km 
emissions. The 1.4-litre petrol 
option is less outstanding thanks 
to economy of 40.4mpg and hefty 
165g/km emissions. 

There is a significant price 
premium of around £1,200 
between the petrol and diesel 
engines, but the disparity in 
running costs will help persuade 
those covering medium to high 
annual mileages to pay it. 

The Qubo makes good use of its 
commercial vehicle design with 
a spacious and practical interior. 
Despite what the marketing 
department might have us 
believe, it’s this feature that will 
do most to attract customers in 
the real world. 

The large boot and good access 
through the sliding side doors, 
combined with the overall space, 
might even make some question 
the need for a larger MPV 
product.

given the all-clear. 

His courage and resilience dwarfs any¬ 
thing related to playing football. 

Waite will bring with him the experi¬ 
ence of being attached to a series of top 
clubs including Bradford City, Doncaster 
Rovers and Stevenage Borough. 

The son of a British father and Thai 
mother, Waite represented Thailand at full 
international level, becoming the second 


youngest international in the country’s 
history at 15 years and 354 days old. 

Waite was told he was six weeks from 
dying when he was first diagnosed with 
cancer. “It took me a year after going 
through treatment to get fit. I had to lose 
three or four stone. I had a few cancer 
cells in my abdomen. 

“Just to be playing football again is 
great. It has put my life into perspective.” 

Waite made his debut for Harlow in the 
4-1 friendly home win against Southern 
League side Bedford Town on Saturday 


and impressed new Hawks boss Anthony 
Anstead. Waite added: “The gaffer is real¬ 
ly enthusiastic and I am pleased he is a 
keeper and is able to help me.”

His kick¬ 
ing, shot stopping and command of the 
box were good,” said Harlow’s new man¬ 
ager.
